CATTLE FACING 
PERIL OF NEH 
PLAGUE. VIEW- 


(By United Presa Lasted Wire) 
SAN FRANCISCO, May I —W ith 
the fight against the 
hoof 
and 
mouth epidemic among California 
cattle practically won, a new dan 
gar appeared today to threaten the 
livestock Industry. 
A nthrax fever 
was discovered among 
cattle 
on 
two ranches In Shasta county. 
Dr. C. E. C arter, 
livestock 
in­ 
spector of Shasta county, announc­ 
ed in Redding today that several 
head of cattle have died on ranch­ 
es near Plttville from anthrax. 
R eports were received here yes­ 
terday th at what appeared to be 
a new outbreak of hoof and mouth 
disease had been discovered in Las­ 
sen county and Dr. C arter Imme­ 
diately was ordered to inspect the 
herd. 
The symptoms of the two dread 
disease* are similar, except th at 
in the case of hoof and mouth dis­ 
ease cattle drool at the mouth and 
bloat aa the germ becomes more 
powerful. 
Anthrax Is a much more common 
ailment among cattle than is aph­ 
thous fever, so called "hoof and 
mouth disease,” but m ortality and 
rapidity of spread of the Infection 
is not so great, according to au­ 
thorities. 
F urther evidence that the hoof 
and mouth disease 
epidemic 
is 
coming under control was contain­ 
ed in a series of announcem ents 
by officials fighting 
the 
disease 
here today. 
These developments were: 
Announcement that the 
Pacific 
Coast highway from San Francis­ 
co to Loa Angeles la now open and 
free for tourist and other 
traffic. 
At no place is there absolute quar­ 
antine and only at a few points will 
cars be required to run through 
disinfecting troughs. 
Announcement that fishing will 
be perm itted In all counties except 
those under rigid quarantine. 
Figures showing that in the last 
four days there have been no m ajor 
Infections reported and the 
minor 
cases have been 
within 
the 
so­ 
called "infected district*.” 
Arizona and Tex**, according to 
word received here,

That wa* very had! 
Let us review the genera I newspaper report 
syndicated 
recently; 
“Fifteen corporations have agreed to abolish billboards and 
poster advertising, which have disfigured highway* and marred 
scenery it was announced tonight by Mrs. W. I- Lawton, chair­ 
man of the National Committee for Restriction of Outdoor 
Advertising. 
“The companies include Kirkham At Son, soap manufactur­ 
ers; Kelly-Springfieid Tires; Pillsbury Flour Mills; Washburn- 
Crosby Co.; Standard Oil of California; Champion Spark Plug; 
B. F. Goodrich, tires; Sun Oil; Hood Rubber; Ajax Rubber; 
Ward Baking; Dodge Bros.; Gulf Refining, oil; Fleischmanns 
Yeast.” 
The foregoing is merely a part of the newspaper release, how­ 
ever, it will give a fair idea of the report that was sent out— 
that “ fifteen corporations have agreed to abolish outdoor ad- 
fidence placed in the national committee by the national adver­ 
t e n c e placed in the ntional committee by the national adver­ 
tisers who replied in good faith and confidence to its letters. 
SIGNS OF THE TIMES has duplicates of many of the let­ 
ters mailed by these national advertisers to the national com­ 
mittee. SIGNS OF THE TIMES also has received a number of 
letters from these misquoted advertisers. Let us read over a few 
of them and digest the TRUTH.

Definite instructions have been passed to 
all companies from whom we purchase sign space to 
see that none of our advertising appears on any loca­ 
tions which could in any way be construed as offen­ 
sive by one who is sincere in their endeavor to pro­ 
tect the natural beauty of our country, and we feel 
that this position can elicit criticism from to sources.

motorist who was picked up unconscious

garage, simply because he allowed his motor to 
run for a few minutes with the doors of the garage 
closed. Frequently these motorists have been found 
lying on the floor near the exhaust 
W hat’s the trouble? 
It is due to poisoning by the exhaust gas from 
the engine. The trouble with this form of poisoning 
is that it comes so quickly and without symptoms. 
You may bo working around your car, feel just 
a 
little sick at the stomach, hut nothing more. 
Sometimes there is a sort of 
dizziness 
and 
headache also. This headache is of the "pounding” 
type over the entire head and particularly about 
the temples. 
The limbs lose their power, and you 
are likely to fall down, and being unable to get to 
the door, unconsciousness ensues, and if not dis­ 
covered in time, death follows: 
Now, these cases of automobile gas poisoning 
are more frequent than is generally thought. How­ 
ever, what I have in mind is that many motorists 
suffer from light attacks of gas poisoning and are 
not really aware of what is wrong. 
Perhaps 
you 
work about your car a great deal, testing the en­ 
gine, changing the adjustment on the carburetor, 
and so forth. 
The garage door is closed or 
partly 
closed. You get a slight amount of poisoning in this 
manner. 
Further, you go out on a 
crowded 
highway 
and get behind a truck which is occupying the cen 
tre of the road. Perhaps a half dozen cars are be 
tween you and the truck. The exhaust gas from the! 
truck and from the other half dozen cars orn es in* 
through your wind shield or windows and you are 
thereby poisoned. The result, if you get much of it. j 
and often, is to thin your blood, and give you a tired 
out feeling. 
You wonder why you get no refreshm ent from! 
your automobile ride. 
The number of automobile 
mechanics 
who 
say they feel half sick all the time is increasing 
greatly. Many garages doing extensive repair work 
are introducing ventilating systems, a n i other de­ 
vices, to prevent this condition among their 
em­ 
ployees. There is only one cure—real fresn air.

ity.

The practical aspect of the question lies In the fact that each 
of us has his own answer to it. 
We 
do 
answer the question— 
whether we think deeply about it or not. W e can’t avoid answer­ 
ing it. 
Meeting that question and answering it is a part of life— 
Just as necessary and ju st as unconscious, often, as drawing breath. 
It’s unlikely that there’s any definite, unalterable, 
absolutely 
"true” answer to the question—outside the philosophy books. 
The 
best we can do Is to advance an hypothesis, a guess, 
a 
w orking1 
plan, and go ahead living by it. And we all do that. 
You know people who are convinced that life is “unfair"— that 
they are victims of circum stances, doomed to failure. 
Some 
of 
these people spend their lives sympathizing with them selves, and, 
trying to induce others to do likewise. They are dismal specimens. : 
They may be right, of course, but they aren’t pleasant neighbors. 
Others, of sterner stuff, put up a bitter struggle against the 
odds] 
they believe against them. Some of them even grin at misfortune 
—and "keep coming.” They command admiration. 
There are people of Just the opposite persuasion— folks who 
believe themselves partciularly favored. 
They 
call them selves 
"lucky." They are far outnumbered, however, by the ones who be­ 
lieve themselves favored, but insist that the favor is their due— 
the result of a ju st Providence that favors the righteous. They are 
even harder to live with than the outfight pessim ists are! 
The folks who believe th a tjife is perfectly fair 
are 
life’s 
"good sports." They may be right or wrong—but they’re the salt of 
the earth. 
People who believe that life Is perfectly fair don’t have much 
to say about “luck.” They recognize individual handicaps but, ac­ 
cept them as the runner at "scratch ” accepts the advantage given 
his opponents—eager to overcome them. 
They are neither in­ 
curable optimists nor gurgling pollyannas. They are not peddling 
"inspiration” with fine words. They’re searching out 
the 
good 
things of life, and going after them. They honestly believe that— 
win or lose— they have a chance, and that the ultimate result rests 
with them.

But they are

Editor R egister—I am enclosing 
an article here written some time 
ago

Panunzio,

a magazine pub­

of 
California. 
It is so 
apropos the 
recant 
Immigration 
legislation, and also the efforts of 
the Americanisation Department in 
Santa Ana at this time in endeav­ 
oring to promote a better under­ 
standing between Americans 
and 
our immigrants, that I would ap­ 
preciate It very greatly lf you could 
give it to the public. 
I am in full accord with the edi­ 
torial in last night’s issue of The 
Register on Mexican Immigration 
with the exception of 
the 
para­ 
graph which voices the already too 
prevalent attitude that 
Mexicans 
have little else to offer this country 
than their labor. 
It Is true 
there 
are among them 
as 
there 
are 
among any national groups 
many 
that are 
undesirable 
as citizens, 
and we would welcome legislation 
that would mean restriction 
and 
selection the same as is provided 
for European countries. 
But on 
the other hand, I maintain, there

work. 
It is to show this very thing that 
we endeavored 
to 
promote 
the 
• Fiesta” Saturday 
afternoon 
and 
evening at the 
Frances 
WHlaad 
Junior High. 
It is to help combat 
this attitude and doctrine held by 
too many Americans, that anything 
that is foreign is inferior, that I 
am enclosing this article 
by 
Mr. 
Panunzio, for I feel that his wider 
experience and study of immigra­ 
tion problems and Immigrant back­ 
grounds enables him to speak with 
much more authority than I. 
As 
he is now in W ashington. D. C. do­ 
ing some special research on the 
same subject. I am sending this 
article without his knowledge or 
consent. 
However if you can give 
it space I believe it may be of in­ 
terest especially at this tim e and 
of valne in helping to promote 
a 
more tolerant attitude toward our 
immigrant friends.

A T A S K FOR A M E R IC A N IZ A T IO N 
The article referred to above on 
“A large and Important Task for the 
Americanization W orker,” by Con­ 
stantine M. 
Panunzio. 
author of 
The Soul of an Immigrant,” 
fol­ 
lows: 
In recent years there has arisen 
a movement in the United States, 
which should demand the thought­ 
ful consideration of every citizen 
who is interested In the preserva­ 
tion and the 
fostering 
of 
trite 
American ideals. 
I refer 
to 
that 
movement, which proclaims the di­ 
vine right of the 
Nordic 
peoples 
and holds to the theory 
that 
all 
other peoples are inferior in pres­ 
ent attainm ent and ultimately in­ 
capable of attaining to civilization. 
Now no one has a greater re­ 
gard for the Nordic people and for 
the Anglo-Saxons and their civili­ 
zation than I. W hat I have written 
elsew here proves this. 
Their stur­ 
dy morality, their industriousness 
and virility, their tolerance In re­ 
ligion, the thoroughly dem ocratic 
form of their government— all are 
subjects of admiration on the part 
of all who have 
observed 
their 
life with any degree of fairness and 
objectivity. 
And it is because of 
this very regard that I am led to 
lift my voice against the danger 
which lurks in the 
movement 
to 
which I have referred. 
Question of Assimilation 
W hat lies immediately hack of 
the movement is the 
presence 
in 
this country of a large number of 
immigrants, who live entirely sepa­ 
rate 
from 
the 
body 
American 
and who appear to be incapable of 
assimilation. W ith this separation, 
this aloofness of individuals and of 
whole colonies, no one who has the 
real interests of humanity at heart, 
can possibly 
sympathize. 
As 
to 
who is responsible for this state ot 
affairs, is another question. 
Also, 
there is a big question mark in the 
mind of many people as to wheth­ 
er, if the immigrant is given half a 
chance, he is capable of assim ila­ 
tion or not. 
W ith the immediate objective of 
the movement, one may also be in 
entire accord. 
Its aim is to fur­ 
ther restrict 
immigration, 
espe­ 
cially immigration from Southeast­ 
ern Europe. 
That the importation 
of large m asses of crude labor has 
had some effect upon the retarda­ 
tion of the development of social, 
political, labor and religious insti­ 
tutions in this country few people 
versed in the 
subject 
seem 
to 
doubt. 
It 
is 
almost universally 
agreed that emigration has been of 
ultimate detrim ent to the countries 
whence 
immigrants 
have 
come. 
For with an outlet in 
emigration, 
instead of making efforts toward 
the improvement of economic and 
social conditions, 
these countries 
have been satisfied to 
let 
large 
numbers of their subjects leave the 
fatherland, and have allowed the 
betterm ent of conditions to go by 
the hoard. 
W atch the Propaganda 
So even with this objective we 
may he in entire sympathy. 
But 
when the so-called hundred 
per­ 
centers categorically 
consign 
all 
these peoples to the “scum of the 
earth,” then we not only must take 
issue, but must see and help others 
to see what a deadly danger lurks 
In their p ro p ag an d a and in their 
doctrine. When, in order to arouse 
public sentim ent in favor of restric­ 
tion of immigration, they make out 
that all the peoples of the earth 


other than the Nordic* are inferior 
people, are unworthy of admission 
to America and all that kind of 
thing, then they are injecting a 
deadly virus into the very heart of 
America. 
For In the first place the doctrine 
is scientifically false. 
Anthropol­ 
ogy clearly points out that in in­ 
herent capacities the races of man 
differ only in minor aspects. 
The 
history of civilization shows equal­ 
ly clearly that every race which 
now inhabits the earth has had its 
day of attainm ent, its high peak of 
civilization and that it is not at all 
Impossible that they all shall rise 
again to places of 
pre-eminence. 
Moreover, to class all these peo­ 
ples as "Inferior races” Is to ac­ 
knowledge utter ignorance of the 
contributions which these various 
people have made 
and 
are 
still 
making to civilized 
society. 
The 
doctrine must bo repudiated in no 
uncertain term s, because it Is ut­ 
terly false and 
contrary 
to 
the 
facts of ancience and of history. 
Dangerous Doctrine 
But what makes 
this 
doctrine 
and propaganda much more dan­ 
gerous to the country is that it has 
a tendency to inculcate a false pa­ 
triotism which is the forerunner of 
destruction of all 
that 
is 
noble 
and tru e.in the life of 
a 
nation. 
There can be 
no 
more 
effective 
method of destroying the 
founda­ 
tions upon which 
a 
nation 
rests 
than by creating widespread belief 
that that. particular nation is all 
superior and all other nations and 
peoples all-inferior. 
The nation or 
the people who will embrace such 
a belief are drinking a poison that 
sooner or later will kill. 
There is no clearer evidence of 
this than that furnished 
by 
the 
history of Germany during the last 
fifty years. 
For nearly half a cen­ 
tury tho hundred per cent German 
went on preaching from the pulpit 
and the school platform, from the 
editor’s swivel chair and from the 
business desk that Germany was 
the chosen of the Ixird. 
“Deutsch­ 
land Uber A lles”—Germany over 
all—became the slogan among the 
leaders and the widespread belief 
among the 
peoples 
in 
general. 
W hat followed the world knows 
Poisoned by haughtiness the Ger­ 
man nation paved the way for self- 
destruction, created 
enemies 
the 
world over and when the hour of 
testing came. the 
mighty 
became 
low, 
And 
In 
its 
suffering 
it 
dragged the 
entire 
world 
into 
writhing pains. 
I can imagine no greater enemy 
of America than the so-called hun­ 
dred per centers. 
And I can con­ 
ceive 
no 
greater 
task 
for 
the 
Americanization worker than that 
of counteracting this deadly 
doc­ 
trine. 
The Americanization teach­ 
er by a study of the background of 
the peoples with whom he or she 
works, by revealing to the Amer­ 
ican public the truth about the his­ 
tory of the 
various 
peoples, 
by 
bringing these people Into direct 
contact with Americans, can render 
a greater service than 
one 
can 
possibly 
imagine. 
For 
America 
can endure only in so far as it con­ 
tinues to respect other races and 
other peoples, even as it has in the 
past. 
He is the greatest American 
patriot who, like W illiam Lloyd 
Garrison, will learn to see the good 
as well as the had in all races and 
all peoples and who, while loving 
his country above all, can honestly 
say; “The world is my country, my 
countrymen are all mankind.”

British ambassador to the United 
States. 
He receives a 
salary 
of 
$97,330. 
In addition 
the 
British 
government provides a large find 
spacious em bassy 
on 
Connecticut 
avenue and also supplies it. 
If the 
Rogers hill becomes 
a 
law. 
the 
American government will still be 
far less lavish with its diplomatic 
service than 
the 
British. 
That, 
however, is no cause for complaint, 
for the compensation provided will 
be adequate. 
And 
the 
changes 
proposed 
involve 
additional 
ex­ 
penditure of only 
a 
little 
more 
than $300,000 a year. 
The govern­ 
ment can well afford this money, 
for the state department, alone of 
government services, costs the tax­ 
payer very little; it takes iii, as 
consular, passports and other toes, 
almost as much as the entire de­ 
partment costs. 
Thus in 1923 the 
m aintenance of the diplomatic and 
the consular service represented a 
cost of $8,435,501.51. 
Its total re­ 
ceipts were $7,981,566.61— leaving 
a balance of only $453,934.90 to be 
paid by the taxpayer.
